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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
JP 07-195617 teaches a resin-coated metal sheet and a metal can or closure obtained therefrom 
such that the resin coating is on the inner surface of the can, and wherein the resin coating 
composition comprises a 75-99wt pts of a polyethylene terephthalate copolyester and l-25wt pts 
of a dispersed ethylene ionomer resin wherein the seed metal is Na or Zn, and may further 
comprises conventional additives. The prior art does not teach or render obvious that the coating 
of JP'617 includes from 0.05 to 3% by weight tocopherol, or that the dispersed ethylene has an 
average particle diameter of not larger than 5 microns, or that the polyester has an inherent 
viscosity as instantly claimed, wherein the Applicant has provided a showing of criticality and 
unexpected results with regards to these limitations.
